It matters little whether some people 
agree with a Grand final series or not — it 
still can be the best crowd-puller in Au- 
stralian club Soccer. 

The need to pre-book grounds creates a 
problem that a national league has to 
overcome. As it stood, the finalists were 
from three cities with Sydney City, St 
George, Wollongong City and Heidelberg 
competing. 

When the enormity of the ground- 
booking difficulties was realised, there 
was a late move to change to a round- 
robin format. 

This would have enabled double- 
headers to be played in successive weeks 
in Sydney, Melbourne and Wollongong, 
with the possibility of a grand final bet- 
ween the leading two teams in the series. 

With hindsight, the PSL might now 
foals that this could have saved the 
series. 


The situation demonstrated is that it is 
insufficient for the PSL to have just an 
administrator. There must be a capable 
promoter engaged on a full-time basis if 
the necessary sponsorship and arrange- 
ments for fixtures are to be of top quality. 

Everything must be done with spit, pol- 
ish and precision. 

There are few promotionally-minded 
people with ample Soccer know! 
available to the national league, but 
right person must be afforded, sought out 
and employed. 

Tens of thousands of admission dollars 
were missed due to the standard of this 
year’s promotions. 

The negative attitude of some newspap- 
ers cannot be maintained if the job is:

CROATIA STAR SCORES 
FOR BROTHER 


“That goal was 
for Alex my brother 
who will never play 
Soccer again.” 

They were the ‘words of 
an emotional Croatia mid- 
fielder, Marijan Kovacic, By John Economos 
who helped spearhead his — ——o 
team to a 2-1 win over 
Sutherland in the NSW 
Grand Final. 

Not since 1977 has 
Croatia won the Grand Fi- 
nal, but they made sure of 
it this year on a wet Sydney 
Sports Ground track to 
complete the double. 

Despite the rain, 7,137 
fans turned up and they 
didn’t have to wait too long 
before they saw a goal. 

In the eigth minute, 
Croatia attacked and right- 
sided midfielder Dave Re- 
zo shot a ball across the 
Sutherland box, catching 
the central defence off ba- 
lance. Left striker Peter 
Hensman saw the loose ball 
and flashed in like a bullet 
to smash home a powerful 
left-footed drive just inside 
Sutherland’s right post. 

The grandstands were 
electrified with excited 
Croatian fans cheering 
wildly. 

Hensman busted down 
the left line three times in 
the first half, and every- 
body rose in anticipation. 

Rezo, who was having a 
blinder in the first half, 
rocked the whole stadium 
when, in the 28th minute, 
he crashed in a screamer 
from 28 metres well on 
target. But the giant 
Sutherland goalkeeper, 
Mal Haynes, flew across his 
goalmouth to push the ball 
around the post. 

Ten minutes from the 
break, Sutherland looked 
like equalising when re- 
feree Tim Davies awarded 
them a free-kick some 30 
metres out. Sweeper Vic 
Dal Forno hammered his 
shot well, but Croatia’s 
goalie Steve Watson took 
the ball cleanly high up. 


Half-time ‘saw Croatia 
holding on to its one-goal 
lead with the match fairly 
even. But the second half 
saw a gradual control creep 
into the match by the 
‘Reds’, despite Sutherland 
pegging back a goal in the 
53rd minute.

But in 
fact he softly curled it para- 
Hel to the Sutherland cross- 
bar, almost scraping into 
the net but for a desperate 
tip over the top by keeper 
Haynes. 


Then came the goal in 
the 70th minute that gave 
Croatia the 1982 Grand 
Final. 


The adrenalin started to 
pump. 


In the 56th minute, a 
shot from Wally Savor 
crashed onto the Suther- 
land post from seven 
metres out, after a tremen- 
dous breakaway by Brett 
Woods. 


Woods was firing, as was 
Hensman and Rezo. All ex- 
erted pressure on the 
‘Blues’ 


Croatia was awarded a 
free-kick some 22 metres 
‘out. Woods moved in and 
clipped a hanging ball to- 
wards the first post where 
Kovacic climbed up high to 
gently nod the ball into the 
Sutherland net and send a 
roar thundering across the 
Moore Park area. 


With continuous raids 
from Croatia, slowly but 
surely they tightened their

Croatia's softly spoken Joseph Kuze said 
expected Sutherland to fight much harder, 
especially after their good games against 
Blacktown and Riverwood.

Anyway it’s an experience for us and we have learnt 
something from it. 


Best for the victors, I 
thought were Rezo, deadly 
striker Hensman, the indu- 
strious Kovacic, who play- 
ed with his achilles tendon 
heavily strapped and had 
pain-kiling injections be- 
fore the match, right-back 
Woods and their captain 
and centre-back, Bruno 
Vidaic. 

“Croatia's more experienced players made all the 
difference. Our young fellows were getting caught in 
the quagmire and were continually losing their footing 
as they committed themselves going forward. 

“Croatia was far more creative in the danger area 
and the first goal came so early that it set us back a 
little.
